REMARKS 

The rejections of Claims 1, 6, 9 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by, 
and of Claims 2-4 and 10-12 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over, U.S. 5,1 15,037 
(Asrar), are respectfully traversed. Asrar is drawn to saturated cyclopentanedicarboximide 
polymers, which polymers contain ethylene cyclopentanedicarboximide units. However, all 
the rejected claims now contain the limitations of Claim 5, not subject to these rejections. 
Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that the rejections be withdrawn. 

The rejection of Claims 4 and 9-16 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, is 
respectfully traversed. Indeed, the rejection would now appear to be moot in view of the 
above-discussed amendment. Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that the rejection be 
withdrawn. 

The objection to Claim 9 is now moot in view of the above-discussed amendment. 
Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that the objection be withdrawn.
